ish words after which they were to un- 
derline the Knglbh word which most 
nearly corresponded In meaning .to 
the Spanish. "Tho subject, though 
entirely unconscious . of- any prefer- 
ence being given to words In certain 
positions, lends to cliooso those words 
in preference to tho nnf.^vorcU words 
which become weak and drop out of 
tho subject's choices," . Professor 
Thorndike explained. . "This proves 
Hint frequency and s.atisfylngness 
lend to ofiiiallze each other, and that 
the former cannot by , itself ejiplain

There 
are tiiose who feel llial it is time that the Gor- 
gian knot was cut, and the two organizations 
merged, while there are not lacking others wlio 
fce.1 thill the lime ha.s nol .vet come for such 
niea.'iures. 

There i.s Uic growing hoiic tliat the new 
gymiiasiuni and the dormitories arc actually in 
sight. This condition, pleasant as it is, brings 
with it the atlandanl i>rohli,'mP of what mu.sl 
be done with the old buildings, and there is al- 
ready talk of doing away vAih the Union build- 
ing altogether. 

There arc other ijroblems alon^ the same 
lines which face an executive that must be cap- 
able of seeing with a far sighted vi.^ion what 
is in the best interests of the students, and 
what is oiiposed to their interests. 

We are not concerned with discussing these 
particular problems in detail ju.st at this min- 
ute, bill we do desire to point out that today is 
the only oi)|)ortunity the sliuleiil.s will have for 
deciding which men will handle the questions 
next year. It is an old cry on polling day to 
"Come out and vote," but it is one that must be 
reiterated .-^tili. In a constituency the size of 
Mctjill, every man's vole has a definite value, 
and the loss of a man's vote has a distinctly 
harmful effect. 

Another |)oiiit is well of emphasis. A large 
vote is a great encouragement to tl>c men that 
»rc reUinied to office. A small and uninterest- 
ed vote ha.s a .stultifying effect on them, while a 
'arge vote stands as a Godspeed throughout the 
year. 11 is p(hs.sit)U' for all l)Ul a few to get to the 
Union .«omeliiiie during the day. It is asking 
ilttle to ask every one to get out and vote. 



THERE IS A LIMIT 



A great deal of emphasis has lately been 
laid on the improbability of the Red and White 
Keviie being continued very much longer. The 
rea.son generally advanced for such a prophecy 
seems to be that the calibre of the show is de- 
teriorating, and that if this continues there will 
be ho .justification for staging the show and 
charging the prices which are çharged now. 
The favourable comments which have been 
heard on this year's show would seem to dispel 
this view, as the Revue has certainly more than 
lived up to expectations. 

There is, however, something else which, 
in our opinion, is far more likely to kill the 
show. 

The exhibitions of rowdyism have been 
getting to dangerous limits. On more than one 
occasion last Saturday night, serious disturb- 
ance was caused by the missiles proceeding 
from the Second Balcony. The behaviour of a 
great many of the occupants of the gods, ia the 
lobbies and smoking-rooms of the theatre, was 
far from consistent with the impression which 
it is desirable to convey to the public, of our 
students. 

A certain amount of absence of restraint 
at the Saturday performance of the Revue is 
not an undesirable thing, but there is a limit 
which we do not think ought to be passed in 
the presence of the public, particularly when it 
amounts to positive danger for the performers 
and the consequent stopping of the show. 

It is the individuals who arc unable to ex- 
ercise any. self-control in their expressions of 
enthusiasm who are doing more than anyone 
else to kill the RciVue. It is perfectly possible 
to have an en.ioyable and even hilarious time 
without making one's self objectionable and 
bringing a bad name to the University.

Besides 
this there is the aspect of the situation that such 
games are an excellent means on unearthing 
and developing material for the intercollegiate 
teams.

Tho laat speaker, Harry Batshaw, 
B.C.L.. surveyed from an objective 
point of view tho history of modern 
Socialism .and judged what port the 
.lew played. He then endeavoured to 
find tho extent of Jewish particlp.'i 
linn. Tho countriM in wlilch .Social 
ism flourished wer« England. France 
and Germany. In JBngland there was 
no outstanding Jewish name associât 
od with the socialistic movement. The 
Kr»nt cmlgratioTi from tlie cajsl hsd 
nol yet lakon place. The .\peak«r vcn 
lured to suggfKi that possibly th« Jews 
wero blessed with ample earthly goods 
at the time. 

In France thn picture was diff<>rent 
.Vmongfit the most nrdoni followcrf 
of St. Simon were tho Perdre hrolii- 
ers who were Jews. In Paris, r.-idlcal 
views easily spread. Tho largest 
.Icwish contribution to Socialism was 
In Germany. Here the role of the Jew 
was of extrcm« importance. Karl 
Marx was a Jew whose family had 
faily !>oconl<^ Luthcr.ins. Scholjirs 
have found in .Marx's writings, a trace 
of tho Talmudic spirit. JIarx is the 
father of modern Socialism. Tlicn 
there was Lasalle, the father of pol- 
itical socialism and Bernstein who 
was an opponent of Lasalie. 

In more recent t!me.«, we have Rus- 
•Ma with its Arbclter Bunt, Of the 
t onimitte« of .Safety which was first 
csiablishod but three out of the thirty 
wcro Jews, Tho* brief survey shows 
that an exact determination !» iniposs- 
ll.de. AVo must rely on our Impres- 
^^oIl. Tlio -speaker stated that in his 
own imprcision, tho Jew has played a 
considerable imrt In tho Socialist 
inovoment, Mr. Batshaw In closing 
ventured on explanation for this. He 
.s.iid that tho history of .Socialism 
coincided with the lilsiory of Jcwi.<ih 
struggle for civil liberty and that 
thercforo he was easily attracted; to 
the fight for economic Justice.
